LEARNING TO WRITE. 


—— 


The Errors of Writing-Masters and the 
True Method. 
}From the London Spectator. | 

We believe there is no single system of 
mecenique for writing, and that a child belong- 
ine to the educated classes would be taught 
much better and more easily if, after being 
enabled to make and recognize written letters, 
it were let alone, and praised or chidden, not 
for its method, but for the result. Let the boy 
bold his pen as he likes and make his strokes 
as he likes and write at the pace he likes, hur- 
ry. of course, being discouraged; but insist 
strenuously and persistently that his copy 
shall be legible, shall be clean, and shall 
approach the good copy set before him—name- 
ly, a well-written letter, not a rubbishy text 
on a single line written as nobodv but a 
writing-master ever did or ever will -write 
till the world’s end. He will makea muddle 
at first, but he will soon make a passable 
imitation of his copy and _ ultimately 
develop a characteristic and strong hand. 
which may be bad or good, but will not be 
either meaningless, undecided or illegible. 
This band will alter, of course, very greatly 
as he grows older. It may alter at eleven, 
because it is at that age that the range of the 
eyes is fixed, and shortsight betrays itself; 
and it will alter at seventeen, because then 
the system of taking notes at lecture, which 


ruins most hands, will have cramped 
and temporarily spoiled the writing; 


but the character will form itself again, and 
will never be deficient in clearness or de- 
cision. Theidea that it is to be clear will 
have stamped itself, and contidence will not 
have been destroyed by worrying little rules 
about attitude, and angie, and slope, which 
the vervirritation of the pupils ought'to con- 
vince the teachers are, from some peculiarity, 
inapplicable. The lad will write, as he does 
anything else that he cares to do, as well as he 
can, and witb a certain efficiency and speed. 
Almost every letter he gets will give him 
some assistance. and the master’s remon- 
strance on his illegibility will be attended 
to l:ke any caution given in the curriculum.

Jim Blaine’s Speculations, 
[Augusta (Me.) Cor. §pringfield Republican. | 

Cou:paratively little is known herein regard 
to Mr. Blaine’s larger operaations since the 
close of the war. That he has always been a 
heavy speculator is a fact which neither he 
himself por his friends attempt to keep se- 
cret. He bought $70,000 in Maine State bonds 
in 1871, but his investments have been, for the 
most part, outside of the State. He has usu- 
ally been fortunate in his speculations, but 
not uniformly so. Lis friends say that he has 
Jost hundieds of thousands as well as made 
hundreds of thousands. The speculation in 
the securities of the Little Rock and. Fort 
Sinith Railway, in which Mr. Blaine persuad- 
ed alarge number ot his Maine friends to 
join him, would have been a very - serious 
matter for him but for the facet that 
Scott and other ratlroad men having measures 
pending in Congress whén Blaine was Speaker 
of the House helped him out of the disaster. 
There are very keen memories of this Little 
Rock and Fort Smith affair. in these parts. 
Mr. Blaine bimself never refers to it. The 
matter was never understood by the parties 
interested here until after the publication, in 
1876, of Mr. Blaine’s own memoranda of his 
transactions. ‘lhe facts were that Mr.-Blaine 
induced the Coburns of Skowhegan, the Mor- 
rils, Sanborn of Augusta, the Wazeltines and 
Johnsons of Belfast, Alonson B. Farwell and 
some otbers to purchase through him, of War- 
ren Fisher, Jr., of Boston, securities of the Lit- 


tle Itcck and Fort Smith Railroad, for which 
they paid in gross the sum of $150,000. Mr. 


Blaine went to each one of these gentlemen | 


and told him it was a very good thing; that he 
had himself invested ‘a large amount of mon- 
ev, and that he recommended it to them be- 
‘ause he wanted toput them into “fa good 
thing.’? The business was to be done entirely 
through him. Each one wasto receive for 
every $1,000 in cash paid $1,900 in first mort- 
vage bonds, 1,000 in preferred stock and $1,000 
In colnmon stock. 
ibat they were *‘on the ground floor’? with 
himself. Subsequently, Warren Fisher, Jr., 
failed and the enterprise broke down. Mr. 
Blaine astonished all bis friends by promptly 
handing over the £150,000 and 
taking all the securities back. They were 
exceedingly glad to get their money again,and 
asked no questions, but it surprised them, 
when Mr. Blaine’s account book was pro- 
duced and published in 1876, to fined that Mr,

The Late Count Litta.

There 1s no one connected withany of the 
foreign legations in Washincton more popu- 
lar than was Count L.itta, while residing here. 
Hie was very fond of this city and his friends 
here, as he proved by directing, when told 
last week that he had but a few more days to 
live, that be should be brought here to he in- 
terred. During his. long illness he always 
showed the gréatest interest in his Washing- 
ton friends, and expressed much concern lest 
they should forget him. He suffered greatly, 
as his disease was cancer inthe throat. The 
lirst painful syimptoms developed about a vear 
ago, and he consulted several of the best phy- 
sicilans bere, Whose diagnosis of the case the 
result has proved correct. But hoping to 
tind their fears unfounded, Count Litta went 
to Philadelpbia, and was under the care 
of Dr. Gross, who performed an operation on 
bis throat and encouraged hum to hope for re- 
covery. Since last autumn, however, he and 
his friends bave known that a fatal termina- 
tion might be at any time expected. He 
calmly made all his preparations for death, 
and last week gave all the directions for his 
funeral. He was 48 years old. and had been 
secretary of the Italian Levation here tive or 
six years. Lle wasa very inte!lectual man,and 
was noted for his unfailing couryesy. He had 
served eighteen years in the Ltalian diplomat- 
ic xervice, having been in most of the capitals

SAINTLY STATISTICS. 


Moody’s Work Nearing Its 
End. 


He Has Already Spoken 1,256,640 
Words, 


Addressed 159.600 People and Converted 
2,400.

The Salvation of a Soul Estimated at 
$116—Curious Figures. 
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The labors of Moody and Sankey are draw- 
ing to a close inthis city. In three more weeks 
they will take their aeparture from St. Louis, 
and a review and resume of their work and 
what they have accomplished may be in order. 
A POST-DISPATCH reporter investigated their 
work, and the result of his inquiries may be 
summed up inthe following statistical and 
other information: 

WHO TOOK PART IN THE WORK. 

Moody and Sankey began their work on the 
20th of last November, and to-morrow will be 
exactly fourteen weeks since their advent in 
this city. What bave they achieved; how was 
their work planned and carried out? The 
Christian campaign carried on by the famed 
revivalists was systematically laid out. 
The various denominations, of course 
only Protestants, united in the work. The 
various creeds that participated in inviting 
and assisting Moody were the Methodist 
Episcopal, North and South, Presbyterian, 
North and South, and also the Cumberland 
Presbyterian,the Congregationalists, Baptists, 
English Lutheran and a yery small section of 
the Episcopalians. The Rev. B. E. Reed, of 
Mount Calvary Episcopal Church, was the 
only clergyman of the last denomination who 
joined the movement. The Episcopalians as 
a body held aloof from Moody and Sankey. 

THE MEN WHO PLANNED 
these demonstrations elected an executive 
committee which has been the supreme 
head of the militant movement. 
This committee mapped out the plan of the 
war, raised the sinews of theological as well 
as actual warfare, money—and assumed chief 
control 6f all the ecclesiastical marches. The 
committee meets every Saturday in the Cham- 
ber of Commerce Building. It is composed 
of the following well-known gentlemen: Hon. 
Nathan Cole, chairman, Baptist; Hon. E. O. 
Stanard, Methodist; Mr. G. A. Baker, 
Methodist; Mr. E. A. Moore, Pres- 
byterian; Dr. Wm. M. McPheeters, [Pres- 
byterian; Mr. <A. C. Stewart, C€um- 
berland Presbyterian; Mr. Joseph 
Franklin, ofthe firm of Wm. Barr& Co., 
Episcopalian; Mr. F. E. Niedringhaus, Ger- 
man Methodist; Mr. S. M. Bdgehill, Congre- 
gationalist; Mr. John R. Lionberger, Presby- 
terian: Mr. W. P. Mullen, English Lutheran; 
and Mr. Walter C. Douglass, of the Y. M. C. 
A. It willthus be seen that the committee 
consists of twelve members. They had entire 
charge of all arrangements, and superintend- 
ed everything, even to the smallest minutiz. 
DISTRICTING THE CITY. 
The first thing done was to map the city into 


five districts, viz.: the northern, west- 
ern, middle, eastern and southern. It 
was resolved that Mr. Moody should 


conduct meetings in each district, assault and 
capture them each in rotation. A oertain 
length ef time was devoted to each section, 
but that of course varied according to its size 
and surrouneing circumstances. Mr. Moody 
has now already completed the northern, 
middle and eastern districts. Next week will 
terminate his labors in the southern district, 
after which he has to give two more weeks to 
the western section, when his labors here will 
be completed. The places where he 
has held his meetings - are as 
follows: Northern district, Dr. 
Falconer’s North Presbyterian. Church: 
Western, Dr. Goodell’s Pilgrim Church; 
Middle, Centenary Methodist: Eastern, Mer- 
cantile Library Halland the First Methodist 
Episcopal Church, also the First Congreyga- 
tionel; Southern, Lafayette Park VPresbyte- 
rian. 
THE MEETINGS AND PROGRAMME, 

It was also determined to bold afternoon 
andevening meetings, and the weekly pro- 
crramme was as follows: Sunday, two meet- 
ings: Monday morning, preachers’ meeting, 
led by Mr. Moody; evening, men’s meeting; 
‘luesday, Wednesday, Thursday and Friday, 
two meetings, afternoon and evening; Satur- 
day,none. ‘The afternoon assemblies were 
termed Bible readings or lectures, and were 
more particularly dedicated to Christian in- 
struction jn the Bible.¢ 

The evening assemblies were gospel meet- 
ing intended forthe unconverted to bring 
tnemto Christ. The men’s meetings were 
the same as the gospel meetings, with a special 
effort for the intemperate and fallen, and the 
inquiry or after meetings, for the purpose of 
bripgineC bristian wérkers in contact with 
men who are anxious about their souls,to give 
them Bible instruction, ete. 

MOODY’S MARVELOUS FIGURES. 

Now during the fourteen weeks that Moody 
and Sankey have been bere they have averaged 


twelye meetings a week,-whicao amounts 
to 168 meetings which Moody 
has attended: of these there were 14 


at whieh Moody only took partin the servi- 
ces, thus leaving 154 meetiogs at which the 
great evangelist has deiivered sermons or ad- 
dresses. Each of his sermons run from 25 to 
35) minutes, sothata fair average is 00 muin- 
utes. Thus Moody in the fourteen weeks has 
preached 4,620 minutes, or 77 hours. Of these 
sermons the afternoon ones have been printed 
in the Globe-Democrat, averaging five a 
week, The exact number of printed sermons 
to date is sixty-seven. These sermons, in- 
cluding Moody’s prayers, average four col- 
umns of the Globe-Democrat, so that it has 
already taken 268 columns. Each column 
contains 255 lines; thus the number of lines of 
his printed sermonsruns up to 68,540 lines, 
Each line nonpareil averages eight words, so 
that a column contains 2,040 words, and one 
printed sermon 8,160 words. The sixty-seven 
printed sermons, ‘therefore, contain 546,720 
words. Butthe total number of sermons or 
addresses delivered here by Moody has been 
154; and, therefore, during th: 
(7 hours’ they took him to de- 
liver he spoke 1,256,640 words. 
On an average at each of the 1685 meetings 
Moody has led twice in prayer, which would 
make the number of prayers he has said 336. 
The inquiry mectings have averaged an hour 
in length. and as there have been six a weak 
of these, Moody has put in S84 hours in this 
work. Thus it will be seen that the evangelist 
has not been rectining on a bed of roses. San- 
key has averaged two solos a meeting. which 


would make the number 3%. He has 
participated in the other sacred songs, 
of which there averaged three at a 


meeting, making 504. All told, he has played 
the accompaniment to 672 hymns, which he 
bas also sung either in concert or alone. 

THE EXPENSF. 

The total expense of the Moody and Sankey 
meetings up to date bas been exactly $2,890, 
This inciudes the rent of Library Hall, which 
amounted to #100 «1 week or $400 for the time 
it was occupied. The advertisements in the 
four English papers have ranged from $250 to 
+400 a month, and the total amount paid, 
therefore, bas been about $1.200, 

The town was twice posted with big posters 
—the first time 1,000, the second 300. Two 
thousand posters were distributed in the sur- 
rounding cities and villages. Half a million 
or 500,000 smali **dodgers” exactly have been 
distributed on the streets. Six transparen- 
cies are used, two mento eachone. This is 
done by volunteer service. From fifteen to 
thirty men meet at the Y. M.C. A. room, 
pray and getafree supper, for which they 
carry the transparencies, Onlyfor two weeks 
during the Library Hall meeting was money 

aid for this work, and then it cost‘only # a 
Sas. The street cars were also placarded 
with cards. Therefore the whole cxpense so

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far has been $2,800. Moody and Sankey 
would not allow the Executive Committee to 


make any appropriation forthem. How the 
two Siamese twins of th 
their income is shrouded ina certain kind of 
mystery, but itis known that generous con- 
tributions are sent them personally by 
Christian men. It is also known that Mr. 
Moody has authority to draw upon Cyrus H. 
McCormick, of Chicago, of reaper fame, for 
any amount he choses at all times. All of 
Moody’s co-workers are supported also by 
contributions sent to them a Mr. 
Moody is very sensitive on this point and does 
not like to be questioned. At any rate none of 
the revivalists have been a burden to 
the churches. If they have received 
anything it has, been individual 
offerings, and thus cannot be added to the 
expenses of the meetings. Of course there is 
no rent to pav for the churches, but the ex- 
ecutive committee defrays the expense of the 
gas bill, sextons, covering the carpets, tem- 
porary platform, ete. About 2,000 hymna 
books have also been purchased. The above 
are about all the things for which money has 
been expended. The Giobe-Democrat,which 
prints Moody’s afternoon addresses, pays 
the stenographers therefor $100a week, so 
an it has cost the Religious Daily $1,400 so 
ar. 
THE ATTENDANCE. | 

The average attendance, after a careful in- 

vestigation at the meetings, has been

advent. Calculating the number of professed 
converts, meaning thereby those who have 
professed conversion, but have not joined the 
church in the ratio of 2to 1, the-number of 
these would amount to 1,600 and the total 
number of converts 2,400. 
THE COST OF A SAVED SOUL. 

Thus the exact cost of a converted soul dur- 
ing the Moody revival may be mathematically 
estimated at $116 andafraction. The ex- 
pense, therefore, has hot been large, looking 
at the result from a debit and credit stand- 
point. 

MOODY’S DEPARTURE. 

It is mentioned that at the’ end of the three 
weeks Moody and Sankey wiil leave for a 
tour in Texas ahd New Mexico, holding con- 
ventions, conferences, addressing Sunday 
schools, etc. ~*~ 

MOODY’S €O-LABORERS. 

A small cohort of soldiers of the cross were 
summoned here to assist Moody. These re- 
vivalistheld additional meetings at points 
here and there through the town. Moody 
does the central work, while they hold out- 


side meetings and scatter the 
fire of the Gospel all over 
the city and gather upthe fragments. They 


are lesser lights revolving around Moody. 

Mr. F. Von Schluembach, “the German 
Moody,’ came from Chicago. He is a German 
Metnodist. His co-worker is the Rey. Mr. 
Wert, the *‘German Sankey,’’ who has a very 
fine voice. It is their special mission to gather 
in the Germans. 

E. W. Bliss is from Baltimore, where he has 
been for the past year doing Gospel and tem- 
perance work. He was formerly a commer- 
cial traveler from New York State, and avery 
bad drunkard. He was converted in the City 
Hospital of this-city seven years ago waile 
recovering from am attack of delirium tre- 
mens. Since then he has been in business, 
but is now a Christian worker and has done 
efficient work. He is a sweet singer. 

Charles M. Morton is an evangelist from 
Chicago. He was formerly asoldier. Was 
converted fourteen years ago. Was also a 
drunkard and gambler. Since his converstion 
he has been pastorofthe Mission of Beech- 
er’s Church at Brooklyn, andthen came to 


Illinois. He is an_ effective speaker, 
being both orginal and humorous. 


Capt. W. O. Lattimore was former!y of the 
reguiar army. He was converted three and a 
half years ago at Moody’s meetings at Chica- 
go. Sincethen he bas beena_ gospel and 
temperance worker. Heis a man of educa- 
tion and ability. 

Mr. Hellenbeck, of Indiana, is also a re- 
formed drunkard. UHe has done eflicient 
work. 

Mr. H. F. Williams is sufficiently well known 
here. Heis the leader of the choir. He was 
formerly a pupilin the normal school and is 
the secretary of the State Y. M. C. A. 

These complete the roster of Mr. Moody?’s 
colaborers from afar.

' The Average Gift to St. Louis Ministers— 


What Dr. Hall Says. 


————— — + —— 
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Satements lately made by the press in some 
of the Eastern cities to the effect that many of 
the leading pastors of New York aud Phila- 
delphia were anually in receipt of an iucome of 
thousands of doliars each from wedding fees 

aione has brought that subject into promin- 
ence. The exact origin of the custom of pre- 
senting the officiating clergyman with sums of 
money for the performance of the marriage 
service as now in vogue is not very well 
known. The nearest origin given is by William 
Tegs, F.R. H.8., in his’ collection of papers 
on customs and manners of the marriage cere- 
monies of all nations. Speaking of Ireland,he 
says that during the service while the clergy- 
man was turned away from the couple, ita 
preyer, the groom and bride deposited 
amounts they thought fit onthetable. <An- 

‘other origin is that when a match was made 
itbecame necessary forthe groom toobtaia 
a certificate from his pastor that he was al- 
Jowed to contract marriage with any woman 
equally free from canonical bonds,and for this 
he paid afee of any amount he desired, after 
which he repaired to the house of the intend- 

ed bride’s pastor with ail the friends he could 
muster andal! gave presents to that clergy- 
man. Still anotner origin, different from the 
first two, inasmuch as the clergyman takes an 
active partin securing his fee, is as follows: 
After marrying the young couple the com- 
pany repaired to the barn, or the most spa- 


cious room available, where a good table was 
set. The minister who had officiated sat at 
the head of thetable and while the dinner 
wae in progress was handed the wedding cake, 
-which he cut in pieces generally alittle over 
the number of the company. The coadjutor 
then took the stand on which the cake was and 
passed it around among the assembled friends, 
each taking a piece and replacing it with an 
amount of money in accordance with the 
ability of the donor... This made up the 
wedding fee. After this the punch was 
handed round, the table stored up and dan- 
cing begun. Doubtless from these or simi- 
lar customs in England, France and Scot- 
land the present system arose.. The fees paid 
for marriage services ‘are not at all as 
renumerative as would be supposed at first. 
A PROMINENT BAPTIST MINISTER, 
of this city, engayed by a reporter in a casual 
conversation on the subject, said: ‘*As far as 
wedding fees are concerned ministers of the 
Gospel have notthe bonanzas inthem that 
some peoples! have no doubt a goodly num- 
ber of well-Meaning people—think they have. 
Indeed, in this regard the office of the minis- 
ter cannot at all be considered asinecure. If 
left to live on these protits, without a salary, 
he would soon be an object worthy of the 
public’s pity. Donotthink for a moment 
that I am at al! dissatisfied with the prevailing 
customs, but I simply want to give you a cor- 
rect idea of a fact which, as I said before, 
very few people know anything about.’ 

‘*Large wedding fees are nota very com- 
mon occurrence then?’’ 

‘“*Well, no; it is not very often that a minis- 
teris presented with any startling sum of 
money by a wealthy father just marryins off 
an only daughter ora future hope inthe form 
of ashrewd young son. Here in St. Louis 
such athingis especially uncommon.’ yet I 
have no déubt that some of our*ministers and 
priests have received good round sums for 
tying the nuptial knotin some of the older 
families living here. Nothing ofthe kind has 
happened to me since my residence in towa, 
and I have no cood reason to sav that any- 
body else has been the recipient of any Jarge 
fee for his services. ’’ 

“What is the range of wedding fees?’’ 

“Ooh, they range from $1 and +2 to $590 and 
$1 YvOO, that is, sums all the way becween these 
limits are sometimes presented by the con- 
tracting parties, but the usual fees are from 
$1 to $25. This latter figure, ora little above 
it, is considered a large fee, andis about the 
usual donation of what we term therich por- 
tion of the community. Ten and fifteen dol- 
lars is aboutthe sum donated by well-to-do 


persons joined in the bonds. For all 
other. classes, from the poor up 
to the well-to-do; a sum-. between 


$1 and’'}5 is given. Butyyou know you can not 
define anything in relation to the classes and 
circumstances and amounts given as wedding 
fees. A manin but medium circumstances 
ig just as likely to give a donation as large asa 
wealthy mercbant maprrying off a_ pretty 
daughter. A young .~ frequently outdoes 
aman inindependent dircumstances on be- 
comme a benedict.’’ | 
' "Ts there any great difference in the cus- 
tom of wedding fees in ‘different parts of the 
United States?’’ | 
‘‘No, there isno moié diterence than that 
of the incomes of the pastors of congregations 
of different stores of worldly goods. Dr. John 
Hall, of New York City, is the pastor of one 
of the wealthiest congregations in the coun- 
try, and I have no doubt his income from 
wedding fees is one of the 
LARGEST OF AN¥ MINISTER LIVING, 
as he marries milllomaires and sons and 
daugaoters of millionaires, and children of 
wealthy parents, in his congregation. He was 
recently reported in pone of the New York 
papers as having an income of $10,000 a year 


trom this source, to which he made 
a reply which I _ have preserved, 
as’ I think the subject ope of no 


small degree of interest. In his letter he said: 
*If I publish the actual facts I have a little ap- 
prehension that I may lose the respect ofa 
part of the community—that part which al- 
ways look deferentially on large sums of 
money. lam aware that a slight streak of 
envy sometimes mingles with the respect, but 
that is neither here. nor there. If I teil the 
readers of the portion of the press that deals 
in this kind of information that I never, per-

sonaliy, knew ofa wedding fee of more than | 


$100, and that | never received as much as 
$500 of marriage fees in one year, why, I mmay 

o down in the estimate of myfellow-citizens. 

shall be to them no more than one-twen- 
tieth of what I seemed. My shadow will be 
less. Notonly so, but I may seein to reflect 
on that portion of the press that affects this 
kind of news, and I may not get’ creditin the 
future even for comparative good looks.’ Dr. 
Hall goes further and denounces the whole 


system of wedding feeS, and says that all . 


smal! favors shown to ministers, such as half- 
fare passes on railroads, wedding fees, dona- 
tion parties. etc... should be cut off and abol- 
ished. ‘This is-rather sweeping, and I see no 
good reason why in addition to a good salary 
a- winister shauld = not- receive small 
favors from parties under obligatiofs to 
him for. services rendered. As for the 
donation parties, 1 would not attempt a de- 
fense of them, for they should net be toler- 
ated. Ifaminister renders a service he is 
worthy of his hire, and the benefited party 
has a right to pay him in cash money or 
half price passes or some other way.” 

**What does a St. Louis minister’s income 
from marriaye fees amountto per annum?”’ 

‘Well, | suppose none of them exceed $200, 
unless when an unusual presentation, such 
asa $100 bill slipped into a minister’s dand, 
is made.’”’ . 

**Do the pastors of the richest congrega- 
tions fare best in this respect?’’ 

“If you may go by Dr. Hall’s statement, it 
does not seem that the pastors of the wealthy 
congregations have the largest runs of tuck. 
Dre. Boyd, Lofton, Schuyler, Ganse, Niccolis, 
Wilson, Felton, Marquis, and several oth- 
ers have very well off congregations, but I 
do not think they exceed $200 a year.’’ 

“Will a minister perform the marriage ser- 
vice without a fee?’’ ) 

**Certainly, and very iroquentiy does, and 
not only does he get no fee, but he is obliged 
to pay filty cents, the Recorder’s fee, for re- 
cording the marriage. I never yet heard of a 


Mmipister vefusing to tie the not because he did

A JUSTICE’S VIEW. 

To learn the views of a Justice of the Peace 
on the subject the reporter called on one of 
the down town ’Squires, who, after eliciting - 
promises nottoreport his name In connec 
tion wiih his expressions, as it would bea 
death-blow to the busimess, said: 

‘(With us marrying is a business transace 
tion and the spondulix is everything. We 
will marry no man who cannot vay for our 
services if we know it, fop the law does not 
oblige usto do so. Notwithstanding this, 
we sometimes do tie up couples without any 
remuneration. They step in and express 
their desires and askif you can fill the bill; 


the nuptial knot is tied, you proceed to 


make out the certificate, when the groom 
informs you that you will have to trust him, 
as his funds won’t - allow him 
to pay the bill just then. You can keep the 
certificate, but they are married and don’t 
believe they will ever disagree or have any 


use for that paper, so you must record the 


marriage at the Court-house, and you are fifty 
cents out of pocket by the operation.’’ 
‘*What fee does tne law allow a justice?’’ 
“Heis allowed $2. Fifty cents of this he 
must pay for recording the marriage, and 
about the same amount toone of the bum- 
mers that hang around the office and claim to 
have secured the job. You see, there are 
always anumber of these men around every 
oftice, and they can tell a hoosier party that is 
looking for a justice, from any distance. They 
approach them and ask the question in a nice 


way. On receiving an answer, they say they 
are going in the direction of a good 
justice’s office,even though they are going 
in just the opposite way, and

OUR BOOK TABLE. 
Gath’s Tales of the Cheaspeake. 


The eastern shore of Maryland is a terra 
incognita of fiction, and yet this volume, 


‘“Gath’s Tales of the Cheaspeake,’*’ proves that 


it is a region worthy of the pen and the pencil 
ofamaster. Townsend 1s evidently attempt- 
ing to do for the long,silent reaches of country 
between the Cheaspeake and the ocean 
What Irving did for the Catskills, and a few 
more volumes like the present one will. go far 
towards making the effort a success. 

The tales collected in this present book are 
nearly all short, and are relieved by occasion- 
al poems, for this peculiarly facile writer can 


tell his stories as easily, apparently, in 
flowing verse as in interesting prose. 
The tales are _— aii short ones, 


and they are enlivened by the indescribable 
charms that Gath throws around everything 
he writes, and which has made him one of the 
best known literary mcn in the country. Some 
of the plots would certainly have done to 
build larger romances on than the author has 
clothed them in. The King of Chincoteague, 
for instance, although covered in less than 
two dozen pages, has enough of queer 
pathos and singularly clear cut characters 
foravolume. As tothe scenery of the book 
it is sketched in the opening poem, and 
sketched so well that a slight cut will help 
toward the understanding of the book. 


But guiet nooks like theseunman 
The grim predestinariaao, 
Whose soul expands to mountain views; 
And Wesley’s tenets, like a tide, 
These level shores with love suffuse, 
Where’er bis pati’ nt preachers ride, 
The landscape quivered with the swells 
And felt the steamer’s paddle stroke, 
That tossed the hollow gum-tree shells, 
As if some pufling craft of hell’s , 
The fisher chased in Poconioke. 


Anon the river spreads to coves, 
And in the tides grow giant groves. 
The water shinesvike ebony, 
And odors resinous ascend 
From many an old balsamic tree, 
W hose roots the terrapin befriend; 
The great ball cypress, fringed with beard, 
Presides above the water oak, 
As doth its shingles, wellrevered, 
O’er manya happy home endeared 
To thousands far from Pocomoke. 


And solemn hemlocks drink the dew, 
Like that old Socrates they slew; 
The piny forests moan and moan, 
And in the marshy splutter docks, — 
Asif they grazed on sky alone, 
Rove airily the herds of ox. 
Then, like anarrow strait of light, - 
The banks draw close, the long trees yoke, 
And strong old manses on the height 
stand overhead, as to iavite 
To good old cheer on PocomoKe, 


And cunning baskets midstream lie 
To trap the perch that gambol by; 
In coves of creek the saw-inills sing, 
And trim the spar and hew the mast; 
And the gaunt loons dart on the wing, 
To see the steumer Jooming past. 
Now timber shores and massive piles 
Repel our hull with friendly stroke, 
And guide&is up the long defiles, 
Vili atter many fairy miles 
We reach the head of Pocomoke. 


But the landscapes, which are excellent 
aud frequent, do not begin to compare with 
the portraits of singular characters which 
adorn these pages in profusion. In the stary 
of ‘‘Crutch, the Page,’’ occurs this picture of 
‘‘Beau:” 


‘Chips, Right Honorable! Chips for old 


Beau. Nobody this ten-year has run as long | 
as you. I’velaidfor you. and now I’ve fell 
on you. Judge Bee, the fust business befo’ 


yo’ committee this mornin’ is a assessment 
for old Beau, who’s away down! Rheumatiz, 
bettin’ on the black, failure of remittances 
from Fauqueeah, and other casualties by wind 
an’ flood, have put ole Beau away down. He’s 
a institution of his country and must be sus- 
tained !’’ | 

The laughter was general and cordial 
amongst the Southerners, while the intruder 
pressed hard upon Mr. Reybold. He wasa 
singular object: tall, grim, half-comical, with 
a leer of low familiarity in his eyes, but his 
waxed mustache of military proportions, his 
patch of goatee just above the chin, his elab- 
orately oiled hair and flaming necktie, set off 
his faded face with an odd gear of linery and 
impressiveness. His skin was that of an old 
roue’s, patched up and calked, but the feat- 
ures Were those of a once handsome maa of 
style and carriage. 

He wore what appeared to be a cast-off 
spring overcdat, out of season and color on 
this blustering winter day, a rich buff waist- 
coatof an embossed pattern, such as few 
persons would care to assume, save, perhaps, 
a gambler, negro buyer,or tine ‘**buck’’ 
barber. The assumption of a largeand flashy 
pin stood in his frilled shirt-bosom. He wore 
watch-seals without the accompanying watch, 
and his pantaloons, though faded and thread- 
bare, were once of fine material andcutina 
style of extravagant elegance, and they cover- 
ed bis long, shrunken, but aristocratic limbs, 
and were strapped beneath his boots’to keep 
them shapely. The boots themselves had 
been once of varnished kid or fine calf, but 
they were cracked and cut, partly by use, 
partly forcomfort: for it was plain that their 
wearer had the gout, by his aristocratic hob- 
ble upon a gold-mounted cane, whicb was 
not the least inconsistent garniture of his 
mendicancy. 

Occasional queer bits are given, bringing out 
with strong touches the peculiar customs -of 
the land. The following excerpts written 
of Methodism on the Eastern shore, might 
have been said of the preachers of the same 
faith in Missouri to-day. It is from the 
sketch of ‘*‘Preachers’ Sons in 1849,’’ and de- 
picts the singular condition of things at and 
after the conference: 


We count the days between Christmas and 
April, after which the annual **Conference’’ 
assembles in the distant city, and we see 
our father, in his be@t black suit, quit the 
parsonage door with an anxious face, cutto 
the heart by his wife’s farewell, ‘* May they 
give you a good place, Thomas!’”? 

Then come letters—one, two, three: “The 
bishops are friendly;’’ ‘‘The Presiding 
Elder has promised to do the best for us that 
he can;” **The influential Doctor Bim has 
praised our missionary sermon, and Brother 
Click. the Secretary. has ew our 
Charge’s large subscription to the Advocate;”’ 
‘Our character has passed even the severe 
approval of the great theologian, Steep:” 
* Take courage, my dear, and hope for the 
best!” , 

The membership, meanwhile, are dropping 
in by couples to say kindly words to our 
motber, whom they pity, and it is rumored 
that they are collecting a purse to help us on 
our way. At last our father returns, striving 
to hide his solicitudeina nnile, £0" Bo fate to 
which they could consign himse would 
scathe that grisly servant of his master; but 
for bis family, who do not altogether share 
the spiric of his mission, he has a little fear. 
He kisses us all in order, from the least .to 
the biggest, commencing and ending with our 
mother, and. playfully prevaricates as to 
our ‘*‘appointment,’’ the name of which 
we noisily demand, until his wife says, tim-

The activity which 
was manifested during the winter in certain 
departments is over, While the busyjseason in- 
cluding the summer months has not vet ar- 
rived. Every department represented at these 
markets is supplied with all the various arti- 
eles now to be secured, but a boom in no one 
particular branch is apparent or reported. 
The game and poultry trade. is over for the 
present, while the other departments are 
likewise dull and uninteresting. 
ln ‘the. vegetable line a large variety 
of ariicles are displayed for sale, including 
some fruits of the hot-house discription. The 
price of strawberries, which was reported last 
week as 50 cents per pint, bas been decreased, 
and the delicious article is now offered 
for 25 cents per pint. : 

GAME. 

Mallard ducks are displayed in great nume 
bers and although in great abundance are still 
held at 50 cents per pair. Snipe also have ap- 
peared. They sre retailed for >2 50 per dozen. 
Antelope is sold for 20 cents per pound. 
Wild turkey is now out . of season. 
Teal ducks are held at 50 cents per pair, while 
ducks of the common varieties are selling at 
19 cents. Turkeys are selling for 10 ceats per 
pound and chickens are selling for 2 cents 
apiece.

BURIED ALIVE. 


Two Remarkable and Well-Authenticated In- 
stances in St. Louis.

Coffins Containing Bodies That Have 
Turned Over Since Burial.

**Do you know of any really well auth2n- 
ticated case where a person was buried 
alive?” asked a POst-DISPATCH reporter yes- 
terday evening of Michael McMahon,.the vet- 
eran grave-digger of Calvary Cemetery. 

‘“Tcan’tsay that certainly there was any- 
body ever buried alive in @alvary, but we of- 
ten found things to make_ us believe the per- 
son had died in the eoflin.” 

‘* What things?’’ 

“Well, the corpse had changed its position, 
you know. Every body is usually put under the 
sod with the hands folded upon the breast,the 
eyes and mouth closed and the legs decently 
composed. Often and oftenit has happened 
that in removing the dead from one grave to 
anoiher, 1 have seenthe legs drawn up so 
that the knees almost touched the chin. The 
hands, instead of grasping the crucifix upon 
the breast, were buried ia the corpse’s hair, 
and other circumstances like that.’ 

‘*Of course these people must have 
buried alive???’ 

‘*Well, 1 don’t know about that. A corpse 
will ojten, do queer things. I have seena 
body that was as dead as Pharaoh, that kept 
drawing up its leg as itstiffenea. [fit had been 
buried warm the whole position of the body 
in the box would have beenchanged. At any 
rate most pevple” are dead when 
they are buried. I don’t thiak 
that it happens often that 

A LIVE MAN 
goes under gound.’’ 

‘*Do you recollect any special cases?” 

‘*To you recollect the time old man Heit- 
kamp died here. Itis about ten years ago 
now, lthink. Ile was a hotel keeper in the 
southend of town,and he went off after a 
short jliness. The body was kept in the house 
for over a week, and vet it did 
not get cold or stiff, and the family were ina 
pother what to do with him. The case was in 
allthe papers. columns a day, and all the 
dcectors inSt. Louis pronounced him dead 
bevend question. At lastthey got tired of 
Waiting for bim to come to again, and he Was 
buried. Now,somehow I have always be- 
lieved that that man, was not dead. I dug 
his grave, and | filled 
the earth in atop of bim, 
and all the time I felt like a man who was do- 
ing what be oughtn’t to do.’’ 

**Well, did you ever have anv cvidence that 
be was buried alive?’’ 

‘*No. As far as 1 know the grave never was 
opened. It was said at the time that the 
medical students had stolen the, body, but 
this was proved to be not the case, 
and until that casket .is opened I never 
will be real sure that I did not have a hand in 
killing a fellow creature.’’ 

‘But if the doctors said he was dead—.’ 

‘I don’t go much on the doctors in that 
way. I have seentoo much of their work. 
There was a young Irish girl, anda mighty 
pretty one too, named 

KITTY O’NEIL, 

who lived out on Cass avenue near 
Eighteenth street some twelve years «ago. 
1 knew hersince she wasa child. She was 
subject to fitsfrom her babyhocd, but that 
had ali passed away for years,and she was 
cong to be married to a 
young fellow that tnought the world 
of her. They bad been called in church and 
the wedding was only a few days off, when 
she Was seized with a fitand toall appear- 
ance she died, and upon the dayshe was 
to have married she was buried. It was all 
so sudden that her husband that was to be al- 
most went crazy. I was at the funeral, but 
thank God, I bad no hand in the burving. 
About thiee years after that the O’Neils 
bought another lotina different part of the 
cemetery, and I was one of the hands that 
opened the old graves to move the dead. 
The cotiin in which Ky itt was 
lving bad been broken near the head and one 
of her arms was sticking through the hole. 
She was lying on her side in it and her other 
band was at her mouth, the legs were drawn 
up and her knees had broken the side of the 
box. Of course she was merely a skeleton, 
apd nothing but mouldy. bones showed 
the . struggle she had made in_ the 
dark. Driscoll and ! composed 
the body as best we could, and nevertold a 
soul about it to this day, because it would 
bave killed her mother. But the old woman 
is dead now, and no one living cares.’’ 

**How could she break the coffin?’’ 

'**Itwas the strength of despair, I suppose. 

Besides that, the poor are buried in sbackly 
vffairs that go to pieces as soon as they get 
daimp.’’ 

‘*Do you recollect any other instance?’ — 

‘‘On, every man who has passed his life in 
a grave-yard, as I have, recollects plenty of 
them. They have

in all large cemeteries where bodies are some- 
times kept for weeks before burial for one 
reason or another. In these vaults, once in 
a while, queer things happen, noises 
are heard, and that, but we never have been 
able to find any one who was buried alive 
there, although we often thought that we 
woyld. The worst time for 
accidents of that kind is in 
the cholera years, when the dead are put 
away as quickly as the hearse can trot them 
out tothe burying ground and the grave- 
diggers hide them out of sight. When 
people are scared that way they take no pains 
to find out whether their friend is dead or not. 
Thev are soafraid for themselves that they 
don’t think. I and some other men were en- 
gaged in moving the bodies from St. Vipcent’s 
graveyard, which had been cendemned, to 
Calvary. There was adarge lot of them there 
who bad been buried injthe cholera years, 
and I myself counted no less than twelve cases 
where | would swearin court that the men 
end women had been buried alive. The other 
men tbere had similar stories to tell. But 
these things don’t do to talk about, you know. 
Still Ithink it would be safe tosay that no 
less then _—ififty graves were oOpen- 
ed there in which the bodies 
were disturbed, turned round and with the 
arms in unnatural positions.’’ 

‘Did you ever hear of any one being res- 
cued?’ 

“Never. It would be a good deal better for 
them if they were dead at once, for the awak- 
ing in the coffin must be as bad as hell itself, 
and dying there of hunger, cold and fright, 
with the sides of the box s80 
cruell close together, and the 
knowledge that it is no use to hope, must be 
awful, awful,’? and with ashiver that even 
the veteran grave-digger could not repress, 
the conversation was dropped, 
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MYSTERIES OF THE MAILS. 
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Facts and Figures Gathered at the 
St. Louis Post-Office. 


— a 


Night Service—The Enormous Mail, and 
How It is Handled. 


The night service of the St. Louis Post- 
office is something unique and peculiar to 
the postal service of this country, and from 
the facts and figures obtained in this depart- 
ment some estimate can be made of the vast 
amount of business transacted by the local 
office. Through the kindness of Maj. Henry 
C, Dunn, superintendent of the night service, 
a Post-DISPATCH reporter visited the Post- 
office during the night watch, and witnessed 
the manner in which the work is conducted.” 
The lower floor of the Federal building, cor- 
ner of Third and Olive streets, is devoted ex- 
clusively to the collection and distribution of 
mailforthe various railroads, and it is with 
this department that the night service is most 
intimately connected. This work 1s conducted « 
durivg the day. but the busy Season is at 
nigbt when the mails are made up for the 
early morning and midnight trains. 

CLERICAL FORCE. 

A large force of men is necessarily .employ- 
ea, andtherapicity with which they handle 
the immense amount of mail which daily comes 
to the office 1s truly remarkable. The 


men employed in this one depart- 
inent number’ sixty-two, while twenty 
more might be added as employed inthe other 
branches of the night service, including the 
registered letter anc local carrier distribution, 
whose duties are performed during the night. 
The force denominated the railroad distribu- 
tors is divided into. four distinct gtades of 
clerks. The first grade is engaged in arrang- 
ing the letters in a proper manner for rapid 
caccellation. The second grade is occupied 
solely with the work of canceling the stamps. 
The third grade then distributes the letters by 
States—that 1s, all the Illinois letters will go 
into one box, the Texas letters into another. 
Aiter bey have been separated by States the 
fourth grade of clerks distributes them with 
reference tothe railroads which they are to 
tuke in order to reach their destination. 
‘These grades apply only to the letters and 
circulars, as in tue other classes of mail mat- 
ter only three grades of clerks are retained, 
: they consist of the former divisions with 
tfeexception of the second grade. The cleri- 
cal force is aiso divided into watches or peri- 
ods of duty, and it will be observed that with 
the exception of one hour—from 11 o’clock 
until midnight—a force is constantly engaged 
in distributing mail. The first watch com- 
mences at 8 o’clock every morning and cen- 
tinues on duty until 5 o’clock in the afternoon. 
The second watch begins at 3 p. m., two 
hours before the first is relieved, and con- 
cludes its labors at about 11 o’clock at night. 
The last watch goes on at midnight and fin- 
ishes at 9 o’clock in the morning, 
THE AMOUNT OF MAIL, « 

The large amount of mail that daily passes 
through the oflice requires the most perfect 
system to cnable the cierks to handle it in 
time for the first outgoing train. 
For the purpose of . expedit- 
ing routters toe four different 
classes of mail are separated, with the excep- 
tion of the third and fourth, on arriving at the 
cttice. Asis generaily known, mail matter is 
divided into four Classes; the first constitutes 
leiters and circulars, the second includes the 
regular newspapers. and periodicals, the 
third, the transient newspapers sent by one 
individual to a friend, and tbe fourth is all 
such merchandise under the weight of four 
pounds that is suitable for transmission by, 
mail. 

Over 1,400 pounds of letters are daily 
diopped in St. Louis and collected by the 
carriers from the various boxes throughout 
the city. Sixty letters constitute a pound, 
and at that rate fully 85,000 letters are daily 
dispatched from this otlice to all parts of the 
United States and to other countries. Of this 
large amount 60,000 are placed in the letter 
box or opening on the Third street side of the 
cftiice. They are usually deposited from5 
o’ clock in the afternoon to 7 o’clock 
in the evening, although a= great 
many are received during the afternoon 
and morning. It is estimated that 25.000 
epistles are co:lected from the letter-boxes by 
the carriers during their five daily trips. The 
circulars Which in the course of every twenty- 
four hours are sent out from St. Louis wilk 
uggregate 28.000, while articles of the third 
and fourth classes will not exceed 2,800, The 
postage stamps necessary to send this amount 
of muil onits way cannot fall short of 93,000, 

HOW DISTRIBUTED. 

After the mail is all received in the office 1t 
is separated into three lots or assortments, 
thethird and fourth classes being together. 
The cireulars. are also set apart from the let- 
ters proper, as experience has taught those 
having charge of such matters that many 
mistakes are liable where the twoare kept 
together. After cancellation, separation by 
States and then by railroads, they are placed 
ina pouch, properly marked, andare ready 
for the train. The mark is 4 
check on the work performed, and ifany mis- 
take bas occurred in any of the various stages 
of distribution, the report of the route agent 
will show it on the completion of his trip. In 
this way isknownthe work performed by 
exch man in the ottice. 

As before stated, the last two classes of mail 
are distributed together, and for this purpose 
a novel and original contrivance has been ar- 
ranged which takes the place of the old **hop- 
per’’ system so long in use. The contrivance, 
or ruck as itis termed, is a portabie platform 
with four upright iron posts at each corner. 
These posts or iron bars are about the height 
of an ordinary mail bag or pouch. On the top 
of these posts and parallel with the platform 
are a series of iron bars crossing one another 
at right angles, forming a number of squares. 
Into these suuares the mail pouches are fitted. 
The rack is moved up toa circular table 
on which the mail is collected and the bags 
are filled and prepared for their respective 
trains. Thesame species of checks as inthe 
letter department are retained. This class 
of mail matter is largely increased every 
Wednesday, when the weekly papers are 
mailed for their subscribers. 

OTHER FEATURES. 

A separate night office, employing eight 
men, is maintained for the transaction of busi- 
ress in the registered letter separtment- 
This oflice does quitea good share of the 
business, as its average business will amount 
to 2,200 packages which pass through and 
terminate in the office every night. 

A distinct force of the letter carrier de- 

artment is also detailed for night service. 
Phey distribute the mail which arrives during 
the early evening and night preparatory to the 
early trip which the carriers make in the 
morning. 

Amovg the improvements and increased 
facilities for handling mail which have been 
made since the present Postmaster, Mr. 
Samuel Hays, bas taken charge, is the rack 
system for the distribution of articles of the 
third and fourth classes, already noted. There 
bas also been established what is termed a 
drop pouch for each and every train that 
departs inthe morning,jfor the purpose of 
cojlecting the latest mail and sending it by 
its proper route. The mail proper for these 
early trains closes at midnight, but one 
pouch for each train is kept open untli twenty 
minutes before the departure of the tram, 
when ail the drop iewers are collected, de- 
posited inthe pouch, and sent to the train 
where they are taken as the regular mail 
which closed at midnight.
